From BUP and AP Despatches 
Prime Minister Clement R. Attlee announced 
| today that British naval forces in Japanese waters 
| had been put at the disposal of the United States. 

Attlee said he thought the Royal navy assign- 
ment would make a “substantial contribution to 
the efforts to check Communist aggression in 
Korea.” 

In addition:to the warships, Attlee said, other 
British action with regard to the far eastern situa- 
tion is under close consideration. 

Attlee interupted the normal procedure in 
Commons to make his brief announcement, 

“I need scarcely say that the prime minister 
speaks for all parties in the house when he makes 
this announcement,” Winston Churchill, leader 


of the Conservative opposition, said 
“We shall do our best to give him any sup- 
port he needs in what seems to me an inescapable 


duty.” 


Reds Sweep Forward 


The announcement came as Soviet-backed North Korean 
forces captured Seoul, capital of South Korea and smashed 
lon within 10 miles of U.S, military headquarters at Suwon 
jin pursuit of broken Southern forces, 

The Northern forces already were 10 miles beyond 

Secul and 568 miles inside South Korea with seemingly 
little prospect of meeting any ground resistance short 
of the Im river, another 60 miles to the south, 

Front reports said broken elements of the Seventh and 
/Second divisions, defendéts of Seoul, were fleeing south 
in hopeless confusion, all their heavy American equipment 
lost, 

However, in Washington, a U.S, military spokes- 
man safd that South Korean forces “absolutely are 
not retreating in disorder.” The Communist North 
Koreans, he said, “generally speaking” are being con- 
| tained north of the Hon river, The Han river is just 
south of Seoul,

Allied headquarters in Tokyo reported “successful” 
bombings of North Korean troop concentrations, truck 
convoys and railroad yards in the vicinity of Munsan. Two 
U.S, planes were reported destroyed but the crewa were 
safe, 

Munsan is 22 miles northwest of Seoul, just below the

How many people know that 
there is no widow's pension in 
Alberta? There is a mother's al- 
lowance for widows with children 
but nothing for widows over 60 
years of age. 

You will find these elderly wid- 
ows at work in all kinds of places, 
living on a bare existence. They 
cannot compete with the younger 
generation in the betterypaid jobs 
because they were never trained 
to do so. For many years they 
have been a wife in the home. 
They are the old pioneers of 
Canada who went through the 
depression years without even 
family allowance cheques! They 
could not save for old age. 

The widow over 60 is left alone, 
forgotten, and the only thing of- 
fered is relief, which means they 
are tied and cannot move to bet- 
ter conditions. 

The answer is this. A widow's 
pension of $0 a month with no 
restrictions as to where they live 
in their own province, and no 
restrictions of how this $40 is 
spent. They will not abuse it 
because a widow over 60 years of 
age has learned the lesson of 
life. They want to stay at home 
and do a few of the things they 
missed in their youth.

Trade Minister Gives Assurance 


i That All Avenues Explored 


By G. E. Leighton 

Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 
OTTAWA, June 28,.—Continuing to spew out oil at an 
increasing rate, Alberta lessens the prospects of its other 
immense fuel resource coal, Trade Minister Howe and 
Alberta members who discussed this paradoxical situation 
yesterday in detail here were in agreement on this point. 

They were equally keen to dis- 
cover, if possible, other ways of 
utilizing coal and to keep the mines 
in full employment. 

Oil and gas resources develop- 
ment they agreed spelled progress 
Admittedly progress could not be 
halted. 

“On this continent” said Mr. 
Howe emphatically, “no alternative 
use has been found for coal, which 
is economically sound.” 


SMITH QUESTIONS 


His answer came from this series 
of questions directed by A. L 
Smith, (Calgary West), 

1—When cheap coal is available 
can the cost of producing power 
challenge that of hydro? 

2—Can coal be burned in the 
pit and the resulting gas be utilized 
on a commercial basis? 

3.—Is there any other product 
of utilization?. 

The minister’s replies were 
that on the whole hydro was 
cheaper and coal could not com- 
pete. Where there exists a fluc- 
tuating load, power steam is 
often economical and offers bet- 


ter economy. 

Secondly, a great deal of money 
had been spent on the gasification 
of coal underground and it had 
proved to be impractical.
